If then God 
will mn us if we do not believe Hig 
revelation, and if withont Faith we cannot 
eb pleasing to Him, surely it ie evident to 
every man that He, being a Just God, must 
have left us some easy way of knowing the 
the object of our Faith and the trathe He 
revealed tous. It is in direct opposition to 
His attributes of Justice and Goodness, to 
suppose that He would exact of us Faith in 
His Teachings (and that under pain of damn- 
ation) without meanwhite giving us a sure, 
easy and infallibie means of knowing what 
His doctrines are. To act differently, would 
be for Him to will our Salvation, and not to 
will it, to place upon us s most strict obli- 
gation of arriving at a certain end, without 
giving us the means to dono. Therefore, | 
say it is plain that Christ, who is a God of 
Justice and Goodness, Aas indeed left us a 
sure, easy and infallible means of learning 
His doctrines. From the obligation we are 
under of having Divine Faith in revelation, 
the means of arriving at e knowledge of the 
truths revealed, should be suited to the 
capacity of every man without exception. 
They should suit the poor and the ignorant, 
an well as the rich and the learned, those of 
the 19th century, aad every other century, as 
well as those of Apostolic times. Those 
means should be certain and sure and there- 
fore infallible, for doubt and uncertainty are 
essentially incompatible with an act of 
Divine Faith. They should also be efficient 
for putting an end to controversies, for other. 
wise, the innumerable difficulties, which 
have arisen on all points of the doctrines of 
Christ, would forever remain unso ved, and 
would at once shatter the Christian creed. 
Since the revelation of Christ shall last to 
the end of time, those means should have 
the same duration, or be indefectible. Here 
are, itis evident to every reflecting mind, 
the conditions for the sacred deposit of revel. 
ation to be kept intact to the end of time. 
The means whereby we are to learn the 
truths of revelation are what is called 
the RULE of Faith. Both Protestants and 
Catholics say, Ves, Christ has indeed left 
us means to know His revelation, but they 
differ as to what those means are. The 
Protestant says—The Holy Scriptures, or the 
Bible alone, has been left for our sole rule of 
Faith. The Catholic saye—No, the Bible 
never was left, nor could it, by its very 
nature, have been left for our sole rule of 


Faith, but on the contrary, Christ has left 


us the Living voice of His teaching INFALLI- 
BLE church, or in other words, the Bible and 
Tradition interpreted by His church. 

I shall first prove, to every iutelligent 
man who allows himself to reason the matter, 
that this fandamental principle of Protest- 
antiom, the BIBLE ALONE, ia radically false 
and untenable, and, therefore, is not, nor 
conld not be the rule of Faith left for us to 
follow.

We are charged with mak 
ing regular gods of those persone for whom 
claim the prerogative of infallibil- 
ity, whilst those who xo charge ux are all the 
while confounding two different things en- 
tirely, namely,infalli bility and tmnpeccaditity. 
Jt in @ doctrine of Catholic Faith, that every 
man is gifted by hie Creator with Free Will, 
and that God never forcibly interferes with 
ite free exercise on mand part. 
when we justly maintain the doctrine of in- 
fallibility of the persons referred to, we do 
not thereby maintain the absurdity of their 
impeceability; nor could we do so without 
roving ourrelves renegades to Catholic Faith. 
question of infallibility is simply a ques- 
tion we and all will agree that it must 
‘beso i "Christ promised it to Hie Church. 
The sum-total of our belief in the doctrine is 
is, and nothing more. We believe, on the 
authority of the church, founded on the- 
Plainest texts of the Gospels, thet on account 
of the promises given by Christ to His 
Chorch, that church can never profess nor 
teach error,(eee Matt. 2818,20; 24:14 ; Mark 
16:15,16; Luke 16:16 ; 12:12; John 14:16 ; 
10:16; Ephes. 4:5; Tim. 3715). Aa to 
whether there can be on earth such à thing 
aa fallible, and eren sinful men, being at any 
time infallible, I shall ere refer to a few 
instances in the Bible, which I leave to our 
accusers to digest at leisure. We read in the 
Bible that several Prophets in the Old Law, 
hundreds of years beforehand, prophesied the 
minutest details in the Life and History of 
our Blessed Lord. Now, if we believe the 
Bible, we must believe that when they made 
those prophesies, they were guarded from 
error, and were therefore infallible. Balaam, 
yet a sinful man, prophesied, and was infall- 
ible at the time. In the New Testament, we 
find the High Priest Caiphas, at the very. 
time he was engaged in the commission of 
the very worst crime a man could commit, 
namely, incompassing the death of Christ, 
ing that-one man should die for the 
nation, (John 11:50,51), and Aercin he was 
infallible. 1 ehall here put our belief on in- 
fallibility into argumentative form, specially 
for the benefit of the many who are entirely 
ignorant of ite very firet principles. Christ, 
— the texts quoted, promised infallibility to 
is Church. He could fulfill those promises, 
it was proper and right that He ‘should fulfill 
them, therefore He did fulfill them, and did 
grant the imfallibility promised. Those op- 
posed to us may scout, in their strongest and 
choicest 8 dare ee infallible 
jidance, but their strongest denunciations 
Sr the principle vanish, hee it in as plain as 
the sun in the Heavens we have in the Bible 
itself the above examples of infallibility.

We must not for 
a moment imagine that the Bible has always 
existed in its present book-form, For cen- 
turies it was scattered in fragments through 
the world. Meanwhile, several spurious 

for example the 8 gospels of 
eter, of St. James, of St. Mathias, were 
circulated amongst the churches, under the 
name of genuine Holy Scripture. It was the 
Catholic Church, in the Council of Hippo, 
A. D. 393, who, by her infallible authority, 
separated the chaff from the wheat and de- 
clared what was genuine and what was 
spurious scripture. The truth of the whole 
matter ia, if the Protestant world to-day has 
a Bible to wrangle over, it has to thank the 
Catholic Church for its preservation. It was 
written at different times, and under differ- 
ent circumstances, so that on its ve face, 
it bears more or less obscurity, according to 
those circumstances. It was written just the 
same as if any of our present Bishops would 
write to one person, one comgregation, or one 
Parish, to rectify abuse, and to another to 
confirm the Faith. We must observe also 
that the Bible was never written tc the wa- 
converted, that they might learn thereby the 
teaching of Christ, but it «was invariably 
written to those already conieriea by the 
oral teaching of the Apostles, either to con - 
firm the Faith already received, or to rectify 
abuse amongst them.

To see the complete unsoundness 
of this r it is only necessary to know 
well what Faith really is, and what Con- 
science is, and thereby know the relation 
between the two. We have already seen 
that Faith in the revelation of Christ isa 
Divine virtue by which, on the authority of 
God alone, we believe all the truths He has 
revealed. Now, Conscience is defined “A 
practical dictate of reason, by which we de. 
cide as occasion requires, what is to be done 
as good, or omitted as evil; or to give the 
popular definition, Conscience is the way of 
acting which seems right to the individual 
secording to the veep his judgment. Ac- 
cording to this definition any intelligent 
man can see the difference between, and the 
relation of Faith and Conscience. They are 
both dets of the reason, but Faith essentially 
depends on authority while Conscience does 
not. A man has a Conscience before he re- 
ceives any religious truth or recognizes any 
external authority ; he has a Conscience after 
he rejects authority, but when he rejects 
authority he gives up Faith. Conscience 
then is not a distinct power of the soul, nor 
is it anything else than a real act of our in- 
tellect or reason. We have seen in my last 
letter how feeble was our reason, even in the 
natural order, and how completely it is lost 
when uuaided in the supernatural order to 
which religion pertains. Therefore as our 
reason must be directed by proper authority, 
especially in what is supernatural, so also 
must our Conscience be directed by proper 
authority, since it is only an act of that same 
feeble reason. Unless so directed we cannot 
possibly elicit acts of Divine Faith, and yet, 
as we have seen, we must have Faith under 
pain of damnation, We may have a faculty 
of doing good, we may have very correct 
moral feelings, hut those both will often fail 
us just as instinct fails the moth when it 
burne itself at the lighted lamp, unless our 
Conscience be directed by proper authority. 
“There is a way which seemeth right unto 
man, but the end thereof is the way of death 
(Prov. 14:12 ; 2:10 
A short personal explanation may not be 
here out of place. I feel confident that there 
is not an intelligent man in the community, 
who thinks for a moment that I havo any 
other object in view in writing those letters 
than to vindicate the Catholic religion, and 
my Catholic congregation in Madoe, from the 
aspersions cast upon both by certain anony- 
mous correspondents in recent letters to the 
Review. I highly respect every man's re- 
ligious convictions, be they what they may, 
and whilst they remain satisfied with the

About three o clock this morning the alarm 
of fire roused many of our citizens from their 
slambers, flames being discovered in the 
premises in the Victoria Block occupied by 
Mrs, Bronson as a store and dwelling. Be- 
fore the firemen had a stream of water from 
the little engine throwing, the flames had 
spread over the partitions and ceiling of the 
room,and for a time it looked doubtful if the 
whole block would not be destroyed. The 
engine and firemen worked well and quickly, 
however, and the fire was extinguished be- 
fore it burned through into any of the other 
apartments of the block. 


The cause of the fire ia supposed to be the 
exploding of a lamp in Mrs. Bronson's sleep- 
ing apartment, as she was awakened by a 
crash and found her room full of smoke. She 
tried to get out by the doors but could not 
open them, and was forced to break her way 
through the window of her shop, cutting her- 
self badly on the glass in doing so. Her loss 
will be a severe one for her as we understand 
she had only $300 insurance, 

On each side of Mrs. Bronson's, Dr. 
Loomis’ drug store and D. W. Wright's shop 
suffered by water coming through the parti- 
tions, the former's stock being considerably 
damaged. Gray & MoeGregor did not move 
any of their stock. D. W. Wright's stock 
was removed, but the damage is covered by 
insurance. 

In the upper stories of the block Miss 
Doyle, dressmaker, Miss S. Phillips, dress- 
maker, B. Simmons, residence, all suffered 
severely by having their goods and effects 
80 hastily removed, but we have been unable 
yet to learn the exact extent of any of their 
losses.

—From the 18th Anaual Report 
of the Inspector of Prisons, &c., upon 
the Common Gaols,Prisons and Reform- 
atories of Ontario,we gather a few facts 
for our readers. The number of ¢om- 
mitments for the year ending September 
30th, 1885, were 11,426, decrease of 655 


on the preceding year. Of these 194 
were to Belleville goal,167 males and 26 
females,an increase of 15. As compared 
with 1884,there is a large decrease in 


the number of commitments for murder 


and manslaughter, but an increase for 
cases of rape.

Many considerations may readily be | 


adduced in support of the practice of | 
tree planting, whether the matter be | 
looked at from an economical, sanitary | 
or wathetic standpoint. In every part | 
of the enlightened world, the subjects | 
of forest preservation and tree culture | 
are receiving the attention of govern- 
ments and people. That an intimate | 
and important connection exists be- 
tween forests aud climate, rainfall, soil 
and productions is now acknowledged 
by every intelligent person who has 
given any thought to the subject. Our 
fathers found Ontario an unbroken | 
forest. Between them and the posses- 
sion of comfortable homes, overflowing | 
gianaries and wealth of flock, herd and | 
purse stood the monarclis of the woods. 
Is it to be wondered at that, by them 
and their children, trees were treated 
as enemies, to be conquered and remov- 
ed? With years,this feeling grew and, | 
in not a few localities, the land was de- 
nuded of its forest to a degree that has 
affected injuriously climate and soil. 
Axe and fire have, in mapy places, | 
cleared the land by robbing it of its | 
only wealth. Miles upon miles of de- 
serted, because barren, land in our own | 
county, once covered with a glorious | 
pine forest, afford cogent proofs of the | 
truth of this statement. 

In Europe and America, tree plant- 
ing is now encouraged by law. By 
Legislators uninfluenced by any but 
pecuniary considerations, as well as by 
those for whom the beautiful in Nature 
has charms, tree oulture is fostered. In 


Germany, Switzerland, Sweden 


other European countries this subject is 
so taught in their schools that the peo- 
ple generally appreciate the value of 
trees and the need of protecting them. 
An enlightened public sentiment is a 
better guardian for their forests than 
the national police. A person wanton- 
ly setting fire to a forest, or destroying 
a tree, is looked upon as an outlaw, like 
the miscreant who would poison a pub- 
lie drinking fountain. In France, there 
are 18,750 miles of public roads. Of 
these, 7,250 are bordered with trees, 
while 4,500 are being planted, or are 
soon to be planted. The number of trees 
already planted is 2,678,603. In the 
State of Nebraska, 12,000,000 trees 
were planted on her first Arbor, Day, in 
school grounds, on roadside and else- 
where. It has now 107,000 acree of 
cultivated wood land. Kansas has 
100,000 acres. In Minnesota, on her 
first Arbor Day, in 1876, over a million 
and a half trees were planted. In Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin and 
other States, Arbor Day has became a 
recognized institution. o 

Children should be made familiar 
with the utility of trees dnd taught how 
to plant and care for them. They should 
be taught that forests have much to do 
with climate, rainfall, droughts and 
fertility of soil. Arbor Day will do 
immense good in this direction. We 
need to popularize and diffuse the love 
of trees. 

Good Pastor Oberlin ,of sainted mem- 
ory, before administering the ordinance 
of confirmation, required each boy 
and girl to bring a certificate that he, or 
iy planted two trees. ; 

The day has passed, lét us hope,when 
any spot was good enough for a school 
site, and any building good enough for 
a school house. We have faith enough | 
to believe that, at no distant day, the 
increasing intelligence and refinement 
of our people will make our school- 
houses and their surroundings beautiful, 
comfortable and health-begetting. 

In our own village, a few citizens 
have planted trees, along the road side, 
in front of their premises.
